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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment to the independent claims would raise new issues that would require further search 
and consideration because the proposed amendment would broaden the scope of the claims. Specifically, the phrase "at least one cPPT 
sequence, at least on CTS sequence, and the intervening pol sequence" is broader than the pending claims which are limited to a nucleic 
acid sequence "consisting of at least on cPPT sequence, at least on CTS sequence wherein any other sequence of pol, other than the 1 78 
base pair fragment comprising the cPPT and CTS sequence is absent".
